Her mind derange;!, Mrs. Samuel Miller, of near Layland, waded into 


the water of the Killbuck river, near her home, at 3 o'clock, Sunday morn- 
ing and prowned herself.

The body was found at 10 o'clock Sunday morning by a searching par- 


ty organized by the husband as soon as he discovered that his wife was 
missing. 


It was the fourth time, friends declare, Mrs. Miller had attempted to 


kill herself in the last few years. 


Saturday she made an attempt.to form a suicide pact with her hus- 


band, It is said, which aroused the suspicion of Mr. Miller and lie remained 
awake most of Saturday night watching her. 
It was when he dropped into 


a doze that the woman' escaped the house and went to the creek.

LEFT LETTER 


A letter found on a dressing table 


in her room told the husband of the 
woman's intentions. 


.Mrs. Miller for several years has 


been slightly deficient mentally- Dur- 
ing the last year she has grown worse, 
at times her mind seeming to give 
way almost completely. 


Last December Mrs. Miller left the 


house in the night and went to 
the 


river intending to drown herself, she 
told her husband later. Her husband 
discovered her absence and started 
in search for her. He met her return- 
ing to the home. 


Tried It Before 


•On three other occasions tho wom- 


an had attempted'to end her life by 
drowning hut each time she was res- 
cued or her plans were spoiled. 


Saturday Mrs. Miller acted pecu- 


liarly, so much so that the attention 
of the husband was attracted .Sat- 
urday afternoon, it is said, Mrs. Miil- 
er asked her husband to end hi:; life 
with her by jumping into the creek.

strange request Mr. .Miller watched 
his wife all the rest of the afternoon 
and evening, and until late at night 
he remained awake 1'earing his wife 
would carry out her threats. 


At midnight Mr. 
Miller 
became 


drowsy and fell into a sleep. The 
woman, her mind wurry and resource- 
ful, left the house some lime between 
mid.night and 3 o'clock. 


Finds Wife Gone. 


AV'hen Mr. 
.Miller awoke he found 


his wife was gone. On a stand he 
found a letter written by hi:; wife in 
which she toid of her intentions

drowning herself. The man immedi- 
ately aroused the neighbors ami form- 
ed a searching party.
